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Abdullah Tell, 
Jordan soldier 


and stateman 
dies at 65 


Jerusalem Post Arab Affairs Reporter 

Abdullah Tell, the legendary sol- 
dier of Jordan's Arab Legian who 
played the role of Haison officer 
between King Abdullah and the Is- 
Tael leadership in the late forties, 
died yesterday in Amman at the 
age of 65. 

Tell wos best known to Isractis 
for his acquaintance with Israel's 
early army commanders, including 
Yigal Yadin and Mosh: Dayan. 
whom he often accompanivd on their 
trips across Jerusalem's former 
Mandelbaum Gate to the East Baok 
for talks with Jordan's first mo- 
march. Earlier he had met several 
Israeli political leaders, Including 
Premier Golda Meir, during con- 
ferencea with King Abdullah. 

Tell was military governor of 
East Jerusalem in 1949 but later 
went into a political exile, spending 
several years in Syria and Egypt. 
He returned to Jordan in 1967 after 
ἃ royal general amnesty decreed by 
Abdullah's grandson, King Husscin. 
Like most of Jordan's veteran ditsi- 
dent officers, Tell swiftly became onc 
of the “King’s men" demonstrating 
unreserved loyalty to Hussein. 

In 1970 he was appointed Govern- 
or at the Jordanian Interlor Minis- 
try. A year later he was named to 
the House of Notables (Upper 
House}, where he continued to sit 
until his death as a result of illness.
